With regards to Claim 1, the prior arts of record fail to anticipate and/or render obvious, 
either solely or in combination, a detection device comprising, among other features, several 
radiation detectors placed in a focal plane of a parabolic mirror, said focal plane being 
substantially perpendicular to an axis of the mirror and containing a focus of the mirror, the 
detectors being positioned with respective offsets along a determined common direction parallel 
to the focal plane of the mirror.

claim.
